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Pope slowly recovering 


“We need yow’

Last Wednesday’s shooting of Pope 
John Paul II in Rome came as a shock 
to most San Diegans as it did to 
people around the world, but it was 
the kind of a shock we _ have 
experienced before and the kind of a 
shock we will no doubt experience 
again. 

Only six weeks and two days 
before, we watched the unfolding 
drama of the attempted assassination 
-of President Ronald Reagan in 
Washington, and the repeated replays 
of the actual shooting itself. 


THE MAY 13 attempt on the 
Holy Father’s life was almost a 
television rerun of the: March 30 
shooting, only the characters and the 
location were reversed. That was the 
day the pope sent a telegram to 
Washington, wishing the president a 
speedy recovery. Last week it was the 
president who sent a cable to the 
Vatican, wishing the pontiff, also the 
target.of an assassin’s bullets, prayers 
for a return to health. 
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MEETS THE PRESS—San 
Diego’s news people came to Bishop 
Leo T. Maher’s office less than an 
hour after the shooting. ‘“We need 
this pope,’’ said the bishop, asking 
all to pray. 


News of the shooting reached most 
San. Diegans before nine that 
morning. Bishop Leo T. Maher 
received the news at home and then 


went to St. Francis Seminary for a 


scheduled meeting of the Priests’ 
Council. 


After spending just a few minutes 
at the seminary, the bishop went to 
his office on the University of San 
Diego campus; representatives of the 
press, radio and television were 
already waiting for him by the time he 
arrived, and the bishop pointed out 
the irony that Pope John Paul, who 
speaks so strongly in defense of life, 
had his own life threatened; that Pope 
John Paul, who speaks so strongly 


against violence, was himself 
suffering ‘‘from the wounds of 
violence.’’ : 


BISHOP MAHER, who visited 
the pope less than two weeks before, 
reminded everyone of the pope’s great 
and genuine love for all, a love shown 
by his witness to peace and social 
Justice, a love shown by his disregard 
of personal safety in mingling with 
crowds which often number in the 
many tens of thousands. 


‘‘But good is never done except at 
the expense of those who do it,’’ said 
the bishop. ‘‘We ask all the people to 
pray continually for his speedy 
recovery. We need this pope. We 
need his guidance and leadership.”’ 


The bishop then sent the following 
telegram to His Holiness: ‘‘Assuring 
you of our great love, concern and 
prayers for your speedy recovery. 
People of the Diocese of San Diego 
are stunned that harm would come to 
your person. Masses being offered in 
every church. We need the strength of 
your leadership. We need the comfort 
of your encouragement. We need 
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you.

E. Chavez celebrated a_ special 
noonday Mass at St. Joseph 
Cathedral on behalf of the diocese, 
and Bishop Maher offered special 
prayers for Pope John Paul that 
evening at All Hallows-Church in La 
Jolla. 

Other parishes followed; classes 
were interrupted at all parochial 
schools to inform the students of what 
had happened, and the children at 
Holy Family School went over to the 
church almost immediately, where a 
special Mass for the pontiff’s recovery 
was offered by Father Jeremiah 
O’Sullivan. The scene was repeated 
throughout the Diocese of San Diego, 
throughout the world. 


This was not the first attempt on 
Pope John Paul’s life. Last February, 
as the Holy Father was on the first leg 
of his trip to the Far East, a hand 
grenade exploded in the Karachi 
soccer stadium just minutes before the 
pontiff was to celebrate Mass for over 
75,000 persons. 

ONE PERSON was killed and 
three were wounded by the explosion, 
but the pope was not informed of 
what had happened until his plane 
was airborne and on the way to 
Manila. 

The pope’s next stop, at Manila’s 
International Airport, was the scene 
of the only other attempt in modern 


times to take the life of a reigning 
pope. Eleven years before, on Nov. 
27, 1970, a Bolivian armed with a 


dagger tried to kill Pope Paul VI. 


There have been reports, never 
confirmed by the Vatican, that the 


pope was actually’ struck with the 


knife.

As Pope John Paul II remains in a 
Rome hospital, control of the Vatican 
and the central administration of the 
Roman Catholic Church is still in his 
hands. 


Administrative authority would 
pass to 73-year-old Cardinal Paolo 
Bertoli, papal chamberlain, only 
upon the death of the pope. 


SOME VATICAN offices faced 
sharply increased workloads as the 
result of the May 13 attempt on the 
Holy Father’s life, but for most curial 
offices it was business as usual. The 
Secretariat of State has been 
inundated with telegrams from 
around the world wishing the pope a 
speedy recovery. 


American Cardinal William Baum, 
prefect of the Congregation for 
Catholic Education, summed up the 
prevailing mood in the Vatican when 
he said that,‘‘as an act of faith and 
homage to the Holy Father, I propose 
that our work continue.”’ 


Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state, was on a flight from 
Rome to New York when he was in- 
formed by the pilot that the pope had 
been seriously wounded by a gunman 
in St. Peter’s Square. The cardinal 
immediately boarded a Rome-bound 
flight upon landing at John F. 
Kennedy International Airport. 


THE CARDINAL was one of the 
pope’s first visitors after five hours of 
surgery in the Gemelli Polyclinic. 
Other visitors included Cardinal 
Carlo Confalonieri, dean of the 
College of Cardinals, Italian 
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President Sandro Pertini, and the 
pontiff’s personal secretaries, Fathers 
Stanislaw Dziwisz and John Magee. 


President Pertini told reporters that 
he ‘‘remained beside the pope until 
the moment he finally opened his 
eyes. He recognized me. He looked at 
me for a long time and for a moment 
he took my hand and said, ‘Thank 
you, thank you.’ ”’ 

Although the pope continues to 
improve, he faces additional surgery 
within the next few weeks; one of his 


physicians, Dr. Luigi Candia, said - 


one operation will reverse the effects 
of a temporary colostomy and the 
other will repair the shattered bones 
in the Holy Father’s left index finger. 


THE DOCTOR did indicate, 
however, that the pontiff might be 
able to resume some work from his 
hospital bed ‘‘within 15 days.”’ 

The pope’s steadily improving con- 
dition was best summed up by Father 
Romeo Panciroli, director of the 
Vatican Press Office, who said John 
Paul ‘‘is well, talking and is 


praying.”’ 


Perhaps the busiest Vatican staff 
members in the hours immediately 
following the shooting were at L ’Osser- 
vatore Romano, the Vatican daily 
newspaper, who worked throughout 
the night to produce an eight-page 
edition which featured medical 


reports, photos and’ first-person 
accounts of the attempted 
assassination. 


IN A FRONT page editorial, The 
Darkness of Hate, Editor Valerio 
Volpini said, ‘‘More than ever at this 
moment the earthly heart of the 
Church beats in unison because what 
has happened is a terrible, incredible, 
hard sign of the times.’’ 
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More than two-thirds of the Italian 
voters rejected restrictions on Italy’s 
abortion law May 17-18, despite a 
strong anti-abortion campaign by 
Pope John Paul II and the bishops of 
the predominantly Catholic country. 


By a margin of 67.9 percent to 32.1 
percent they voted down a popular 
referendum that would have restricted 
abortions to those cases in which the 
mother’s life or physical health is 
seriously endangered by continuation 
of a pregnancy. 


THE VOTE WAS considered a 
major defeat for the Catholic Church 
and a victory for secular political 
parties and the concept of Italy as a 
secular state. Currently Catholicism 
is the state religion and the Catholic 
Church has strong ties to the Christ- 
ian Democratic Party, Italy’s largest. 


Pope John Paul II never referred 
directly to the abortion referendum, 


but spoke strongly against legalized ~~ 


abortion on several occasions in the 
two months before the referendums.

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Pope pardons his assailant 


VATICAN. CITY § (NC)— Pope 
John Paul-II continues to show steady 
signs of recovery from his gunshot 


_ wounds and personally pardoned the 


man who tried to kill him. 


On Sunday, May 17, he concele- 
brated Mass for the first time from his 
hospital bed and tape-recorded his 
first public message—a_ brief 
expression of thanks, pardon, and 
prayer that was broadcast over the 
loudspeakers at the noontime Regina 
Coeli in St. Peter’s Square. 


THE NEXT DAY, as the pope. 
marked his 61st birthday, he was 
transferred from the intensive care 
recovery room of Rome’s Gemelli 
Polyclinic to a 10th-floor suite with a 
view overlooking the dome of St. 
Peter’s Basilica. 


Meanwhile, Italian police resumed 
their interrogations of Mehmet Ali 
Agca, the 23-year-old Turk accused of 
shooting the pope and*two female 
American bystanders just before the 
papal Wednesday audience in St. 
Peter’s Square May 13. 


Police are investigating the possibil- 
ity that Agca was backed, at least 
financially, by a terrorist organiza- 
tion. An international network of 
police agencies was cooperating with 
Italian and Turkish authorities in 
tracing Agca’s movements and

contacts for the past year and a half. 
Agca escaped from a Turkish prison 
in 1979 and faces a death sentence in 
Turkey for the murder of a journalist. 


FOR 30,000 PEOPLE gathered in 
St. Peter’s Square May 17 for the 
noontime . Regina Coeli, the 
strong recorded voice of the pope 
brought tears, relief, and a quiet ex- 
hiliration. 


‘Praised be Jesus Christ!’’ he 
began, and a spontaneous wave of ap- 
plause filled the square, almost 
drowning out the next words. 


Virtually every eye in the square 
was ‘trained on the empty central 
balcony of St. Peter’s Basilica, as if 
that were where the voice was coming 
from. 


“BELOVED BROTHERS and 
sisters,’’ the pope continued, ‘‘I know 
that during these days and especially 
in this hour of the Regina Coeli you are 
united with me. 


“I am particularly close to the two 
persons wounded together with me. I 
pray for that brother of ours who shot 
me and whom I have sincerely par- 
doned. 


“United with Christ, priest, and 


victim, I offer my sufferings for the 
Church and for the world. 


““To you, Mary, I repeat: ‘Totus

tuus ego sum’ (I belong entirely to 
you).”’ 

THE POPE THEN recited the 
Regina Coeli, the Church’s noontime 


prayer during the Easter season, and 
gave his blessing. 


Half a mile away, in Santa Spirito 
Hospital, the two women who were 


shot with the pope burst into tears as’ 


they heard his message on the radio. 


Mrs. Rose Hall, 21, who is from 
Massachusetts but currently resides in 
West Germany, suffered a shattered 
elbow in the assassination attempt 
and was listed’ in satisfactory condi- 
tion. 


MRS. ANN ODRE, 58, of Buffalo, 


N.Y., was shot in the chest, and the 
bullet travelled to her abdomen. She 
underwent surgery to remove her 
spleen. Doctors, who first listed her as 
critical, said she was making satis- 
factory progress, but they continued 
with a ‘‘guarded’’ prognosis, saying 
the danger of post-surgery infection 
would remain for some time. 


The pope was wounded seriously*in 
the abdomen and suffered lesser in- 
juries in his right forearm and left 
forefinger, where two digital bones 
were shattered. 


One of the Holy Father’s first hos- 
pital visitors was Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta, who was in Rome at the 
time of the shooting.

Catholic marriages recorded, an in- 
crease of 5,224. 


A total of 4.39 million students in 
public schools are enrolled in Catholic 
religious instruction programs—a 
182,092 decrease from last year. -

Pope is hostage to human race 


The last time Pope John Paul II spoke in St Peter’s 
Square, he defended human life—innocent human 
life — the life of the most defenseless of persons, the child in 
the mother’s womb. Three days later, in that same square, 
his own life was the target of the violence that afflicts our 
society. 

In the two-and-one-half years of his pontificate, Pope 
John Paul II has had one main concern: the defense of 
man. Man was the subject of his first encyclical, 
Redemptor Hominis. Man—his human dignity and his 
human rights — has been the concern of his exhausting 
worldwide travels. 


In Hedemptor Hominis, the Holy Father said that God drew 
forth man from His own nature. Because of tis, he said. 
man has-a special relationship to God— and to other men. 
Further, this relationship is affirmed and enhanced bys 
man’s redemption through the suffering and death of Jestis 
Christ. 

All of this, the pope has said, has implications in every 
dimension of real life. To convey, teach, and exhort men 
that this reality must impact on their daily lives, Pope John 
Paul II has travelled the world and brought people to 
Rome. The synod on the family, with its married couple 
delegates, is an example of his efforts to relate the teachings 
of the Church to the existentialities of family life. 


In his world travels, the pope has addressed 
governments, politicians, employees, employers — all those 
entities that affect the economic, social, and cultural 
conditions of life. He has brought the full depth of the 
Church’s teachings to bear on specific and troubled areas 
of the world— Poland, Ireland, Africa, Latin America. 


In Poland, he spoke to the Polish government leaders on 
his arrival in Warsaw. To them, he enunciated the 
obligations of government toward the people. 


In the Indian village of Cuilpan, in the Mexican state of 
Oaxaca, he defended the rights of the Indians — the poorest 
of the poor. In Puebla, he echoed Pope John XXIII, when 
he affirmed that all private property bears a_ social 
~ mortgage and that owners have an obligation to share 
justly with workers the fruit of their labor on the land. 


In Favela Vidigal, a Brazilian squatter settlement of 
cardboard shacks, open sewers, and everyday misery, 
‘Pope John Paul II took off his ring and gave it to the 
parish. This, for the people of the slum and the world as 
well, symbolized the wedding of the Church with the 
poor. 


Like the journeys of the first Paul, these papal trips are 
teaching travels. During these trips, the pope often delivers 
60 to 70 talks, many of them major addresses, covering the 
realities of the life of the people in the area he is visiting. - 


He has shown the Church to be the mystical body, one 
family, existing, rejoicing, suffering, bearing life’s burdens 
together—very much concerned for the world. 

Like Christ, Pope John Paul II is a hostage to the human 
race, vulnerable, willing to endure hardship and sacrifice 
for mankind and his salvation. He is pastor to the world 
and suffers its sins. 


In this hour, let us pray for him.

‘Forces of evil’ 


Murders and attempted murders of 
persons well known in the world 
evoke responses of dismay, sorrow, 
even outrage. When we learned that a 
man had tried to kill our Holy Father, 
many of us (including non-Catholics) 
had still another response: incredu- 
lity. We find it hard to believe that 
any human being would even want to 
murder Pope John Paul, much less 
make the attempt. 


Remember our Lord’s warning to 
His successors on earth: ‘‘Because 
you are not of this world, . . .therefore 
the world hates you.’’ The forces of 
evil have always hated Christ’s 
Church. Sadly but realistically we 
must expect that this hatred will focus 
on him who is Christ’s vicar. 


The Holy Father’s brush: with 
death should cause us to ask ourselves 
whether we have tended to take him 
and his pontificate for granted. When 
we face the possibility of losing this 
most gifted successor of St. Peter we 
realize how much the Church and the 
world needs his leadership. Bishop 
Maher surely spoke for all of us when 
he cabled Pope John Paul- that ‘‘we 
need you.”’ 


Do we pray regularly for his protec- 


_tion from harm? When we hear his 


name spoken in the liturgy do we pray 
quite specifically for him and. for his 
well-being? I urge others to join me in 
taking this tragic event as a spur to 
more earnest prayers that God will 
long continue to work through Pope 
John Paul as His special instrument 
in our world.

Strong talk planned 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—If Pope John Paul II had not 
been shot on the way to his regular Wednesday audience 
May 13, he would have delivered a strong talk on Catholic 
social justice teachings. 


He also would have personally announced that he was 
upgrading the Vatican’s Committee for the Family to the 
level of a pontifical council and that he was establishing an 
International Institute of Marriage and Family Studies in 
Rome’s pontifical Lateran University. — 


> When the pope was wounded by gunshots, ‘he was on his 
way to the platform in St. Peter’s Square where he planned 
to devote his audience to a commemoration of the 90th 
anniversary of Rerum Novarum, the encyclical of Pope Leo 
XIII that marks the beginning of modern Catholic social 
teaching. 

The encyclical ‘‘was not only a vigorous and accurate 
account of the ‘undeserved misery’ in which workers of the 
time were immersed...but above all it posed the founda- 
tions for a just solution of those grave problems of human 
social reactions,’’ said the pope’s prepared text, which was 
released three hours after the shooting. 


Pope Leo ‘‘had not only the right but the duty” se speas 
out on the issues, said the pope’s text. ‘Indeed, wha 
justifies the intervention of the Church and its suprem: 
pastor in social questions is always the mission received 
from Christ to save man in his integral integrity.”’ 


The text went on: ‘‘The Church by its vocation is called 


to be the faithful protector of human dignity everywhere. 
the mother of the oppressed and those on the fringes o! 
society, the Church of the weak and the poor.”’

The ‘why’ within 

When Cardinal Felici announced the election of Pope 
John Paul Il, few of the thousands of people assembled in 
St. Peter’s Square seemed to recognize the name of the 
man chosen to succeed St. Peter as bishop of Rome. I was 
there among those thousands asking questions like ‘“Who 
is he?’’ and ‘‘Where does he come from?’’ Someone near 
me asked, ‘‘Is he black?’’—evidently thinking that 
‘‘Wojtyla’’ was a name from the Third World. 


It was only as we consulted the special editions of 
L’Osservatore Romano with the names and pictures of all the 
cardinals that we knew for sure it was the archbishop of 
Krakow who would lead the Church as Pope John Paul II. 


Two-and-a-half years after that papal election, 
thousands of people assembled in St. Peter’s Square were 


once again asking questions like ‘‘Who is he?’’ and 


‘Where does he come from?’”’ The object of the crowd’s 
frantic curiosity was not the new pontiff whom they had 
come to know and love so well, but the unnamed figure 
who attempted to assassinate him. 


The basic question we all eventually must ask about the 


papal assassination attempt is ‘‘Why?’’ There is a 


tendency to look for the answer to that question in the 
‘‘who’’ and ‘‘where’’ of the assailant. Focusing attention 
on a deranged Turkish terrorist, however, distracts us from 
the real answer to the question ‘‘Why?”’ 


This answer will ultimately be found only by looking ~ 


inward to the roots of sinfulness within fallen human 
nature. It is here that we find the key to understanding the 
‘“‘why’’ of countless other expressions of evil in the world. 
The world will doubtlessly continue to manifest such evil 
until Christ comes again. ; 

Meanwhile we who are Christians must look into our 
hearts to eliminate those expressions of evil we find in our 
own lives, and by our love and example we must help: 
others to do the same.

It is extraordinary the things people will do for 
what they claim to love. Kill a president, kill oneself, 
kill each other, kill a rival, beat up wives and 
children, harbor emotionally destructive jealousy. 
Hundreds of women have killed their unborn 
children at the dictate of a lover. 


Is it so easy for us to accept the idea that love gives 
a license to destroy and wreak revenge rather than to 
give life and forgiveness? If we were to suggest to the 
people who perpetrate such crimes against love. that 
they are motivated not by love but by hatred they 
would be shocked and angry. 

FEW OF US WILL ADMIT to hatred. We have 
to lose control of ourselves in some way before we 
can scream the truth at ourselves and others. Hatred 
is an ugly, evil, warping thing and even those of us 
most unhappy with ourselves do not like to apply 
that image to ourselves. We package our hatred in 
pretty paper wrappings, like a time bomb in 
Christmas foil. 


Thwarted love is a favorite cover-up. We ‘‘love’’ 
someone who does not love us and we cannot bear to 
see them live happily or live at all. That’s love? 
Greater good is another winner. Things are not 
going well, troubles are piling up, it is ‘‘better’’ to 
destroy the ones we ‘“‘love’’ than take a chance on 
life.

We cannot have what we love or someone takes 
what we love and we are driven to destroy both, or, 
if our self-esteem is low, ourselves. What does that 
have to do with love? 


IF OUR CAPACITY to recognize and 
experience love is related to our development as 
human beings—and it is—we have to admit that 
there are a frightening number of people who 
emotionally have not yet left the nursery. There 
have always been more emotional infants or 
adolescents than adults in our fallible world, but is it 
an illusion that today their numbers seem to have 
increased? 


Is it simply that our news media bring more 
evidence to our attention and the psychological 
orientation of our thinking lays more stress on the 
aberrant than the normal? Or is it that more and 
more men and women are growing up in a world 
where they feel they neither matter nor are wanted? 
Has there always been such anger and violence at 
work in society and it is only now surfacing? Or is it 
a phenomenon of our time? 


Whatever the answer, it is a symptom of 
lovelessness, and that means a lack of faith in and 
knowledge of God. as society draws more and more 
away from the belief in a loving, forgiving God as 
the hub of existence, and as existence designed 


Q: Where can I find the Church’s 
official interpretation of the Bible? 


A: The teaching authority of the 
Church can, of course, officially inter- 
pret or define as dogmatic any verse 
in the Bible. She can do this by stating 
what a statement means or does not 
mean. 

According.*to Scripture scholar 
Carroll Stuhlmueller, only six texts 
have been defined: 


¢ (1) ‘‘No one can enter 
Kingdom of God unless he is born of 
water and the Spirit’? (John 3:5) 
means that ‘“‘natural water’’ must be 
used in baptism. 


e (2) “Sin came into the world 
through one man, and his sin brought 
death with it’? (Romans 5:12) means 
that Adam’s sin brought harm not 
only to himself but to the whole 
human race. 

¢ (3) ‘‘Receive the Holy Spirit’’ 
(John 20:22) is an indirect and nega- 
tive definition: the equal status of 
Jesus with the Father and Spirit 
cannot be denied. 


¢ (4) ‘‘Do this in memory of me’’ 


the. 


(Luke 22:19 and I Corinthians 11:24) 
defines the priestly ordination of the 
apostles. 

© (5) “If you forgive people’s sins, 
they are forgiven; if you do not forgive 
them, they are not forgiven’? (John 
20:23) defines the. priest’s power to 
forgive sins in God’s name. 


© (6) ‘‘Is there anyone who is sick? 
He should send for the church elders, 
who will pray for him and anoint him 
with oi] in the Name of the Lord’’ 
(James 5:14) is the doctrinal founda- 
tion for the sacrament of the anointing 
of the sick. 


The Church also teaches—but 
does not define —one other text: the 
sixth chapter of the Gospel of John 
cannot be interpreted to mean that 
“‘everyone has a right to receive both 
the host and the chalice in Holy 
Communion.’’ But while so few texts 
have been defined, Stuhlmueller 
notes that “‘it is also evident that the 
Church’s concern is directed toward 
traditionaldoctrine and morals within 
whose setting Scripture is seen as a 
means of support and appreciation.’’

primarily to reflect that love and forgiveness, it 
opens a Pandora’s box. 


PERSONAL POWER IS always a golden calf, 
whether it is power over the people in our small 
circle or over conglomerates. If we do not perceive 
love and forgiveness as the ultimate source of power 
because its power is for good and not self-service; we 
flip for the other side of the coin, hatred and 
destruction. 


It is not that apparent, of course, and we don’t 
like to be that ‘“‘hard and unfeeling’? in our 
assessments, and there are many more ways of 
denying someone existence -than physical 
annihilation. The question is, what can we do about 
the seeming rise in violence and anger in our midst? 


Well, the main thing is never to underestimate the 
power of love. Love, like prayer, is a nomad. It does 
not remain where we place it. It takes to the road 
and moves out to counterbalance the hatred hitch- 
hiking our highways. Every impulse of love, every 
decision to love, every life commitment to love is like 
a stone dropped in a pond — its ripples go far beyond 
the point of contact and start undercurrents we 
cannot be aware of. 

WE NEED, I THINK, to see love more as an 
end in itself rather than as a specific reaction to 
present circumstances. After all, God is love!

SAN DIEGO—St. Agnes parish 


in Point Loma is unusual in a number 
of ways. Many of its families are Por- 
tuguese, and there is even a Mass 
offered in that language on Sundays. 
But the parish staff is Irish. 

And at a time when so many 
changes in the Church have been 
mandated from the top, the parishion- 
ers of St. Agnes themselves, through 
their own parish council, have under- 
taken a feasibility study aimed at 
renewing the physical plant with an 
eye to parish needs in the year 2000. 

THAT PLAN COULD ultimately 
mean the demolition of the current 
church building and rectory that have 
served. the parish so well for so many 
years, 

The St. Agnes Feasibility Commit- 
tee was formed late in 1979, said 
Mser. Patrick Fox, the pastor. The 
committee was asked to consider the 
liturgical, demographic, cultural, 
physical, and even legal aspects of the 


parish over the next two decades, and - 


to make specific recommendations to 
the parish council. 

Complicating the committee’s work 
was an empty, unused _ parochial 
school building — the parish closed its 
school 10 years ago when the Sisters 
who taught there left—and crowds 
which were at capacity or overflowing 
at some weekend Masses, a lack of 
adequate parking, and changing 
population patterns in the Point 
Loma area. 


THE PLAN FINALLY adopted 
by the parish council is actually in five 
phases, and involves several different 
options depending upon the 
availability of funds. Proposals before 
the diocesan building committee at 
the moment include the removal of 
the unused school building to provide 
off-street parking, the construction of 
six new classrooms for the parish 


of what can be done with the present 
church to meet the liturgical norms 
which have come about since the 
Second Vatican Council. 

But despite all the. emphasis on 
building and physical plant, the heart 
of St. Agnes parish is. still its 


- parishioners and the staff that serves 


them, said Msgr. Fox. Assisting 
Msgr. Fox .is Father Joseph Mel 
Collier, who was fluent in Spanish 
before coming to St. Agnes, but who 
can now ‘‘manage enough 
Portuguese, at least from the altar.’’ 


Mercy Sister Alphonsus McDon- 
nell coordinates the parish CCD 
program and a number of other activ- 
ities; an active youth program is 
directed by Mrs. Therese Flannigan, 
and several Portuguese organizations 
are quite active at St. Agnes as well. 


IT IS THE Portuguese, many of 
them fishermen and their families, 
who lend St. Agnes its distinctive 
ethnic. flavor; and, as_ Sister 
Alphonsus observes, ‘“‘they are very 
much traditional in their faith,’’ a 
faith which finds its most colorful and 
exuberant expression on Pentecost 
Sunday every year, with a special 
fiesta and procession through the 
streets of the Point Loma area. 


The family is important in St. 
Agnes parish, said Msgr. Fox. For 
example, confirmation is a two-year 
program which includes both parents 
and sponsors, who are expected to be 
actively involved in the children’s 
preparation for the sacrament. 

“‘We don’t believe in isolating the 
children’s education from parental 
involvement,’’ said Sister Alphonsus. 


THE PARISH SPONSORS its 
own boy scout troop, has a full-time 
youth minister, three singing groups 
for the — different Masses—- 
Portuguese, folk and traditional adult 
choir—and a separate hall to meet 
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the social needs of the large Portu- 
guese community. 

Family is especially important to 
the fishermen, said Msgr. Fox, most 
of whom are away from six to 12 
weeks-at a time, at least three times a 


year. ‘“That puts a certain amount of 


strain on the families,’’ he added, 
“‘but that’s part of their lives and they 
know how to handle it well.’’ 
Father: Collier . believes in 
cautioning girls who want to marry a 
fisherman if they come from a 
different family background. ‘‘Do 
you know what it means to be married 
to a fisherman?’’ he asks them. But 
despite long absences, he says, there 
is a larger, extended family which is 
very supportive of the wives and 
children when the men are out-at sea.

WHILE MANY OF the people in St. Peter’s 
Square knelt in prayer as an ambulance sped the 
pope to Rome’s Gemelli Polyclinic, others wanted to 
take revenge on the papal assailant.

At first I 
theught they were gunshots and then I thought, no 
it can’t be. It’s just firecrackers. Then I heard the 
wailing. The pope had been shot,’’ said Kathleen 
Naureckas, a graphics technician from. Chicago. 


Writing in the special May 14 edition of the 
Vatican daily newspaper, L’Osservatore Romano, 
Piero Di Domenico described how many people in 
the square had approached him shortly before the 
audience to tell him of their hopes for ‘‘this 
privileged hour of joy, reflection, and prayer.”’ 


‘*The pistol shots, with their dry, cold, inhuman 


sound, froze the atmosphere,’ he .added. ‘‘Many:

First there was shock. Then the reaction to the 
shooting of Pope John Paul II turned to dismay and 
anger that another world leader—especially one 
who took his message of peace around the 
globe —had become the latest victim of the world’s 
spiral of violence. 

Cardinal Humberto Medeiros of «Boston 
expressed the feelings of many when he said that his 
initial reaction was a mixture of shock, sickness, and

sadness. ‘ 


*“THEN I ASKED: If this man, so strong a force 
for goodness, justice, and peace, is attacked, who 
then among us is safe?”’ 


World leaders from President Reagan to Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev joined in a chorus of 
indignation along with hope for the pope’s full 
recovery from his wounds. 


President Reagan, upon first learning of the 
shooting, told a presidential aide, ‘‘I’ll pray for 
him.’’ The White House later released a statement 
from the president expressing thanks that u pope’s 
life had been spared. 


*‘POPE JOHN PAUL was wounded today while 
doing what he had done so well and so often 
throughout his travels—reaching out to others, 
offering hope, light, and the peace of God,’’ said 
Reagan, wounded 44 days earlier in another assas- 
sination attempt. 


Said Brezhnev in a telegram to the pope: ‘‘I am 
personally indignant at the criminal attempt on your 
life. I wish you a full and speedy recovery.’’ 


Aides to French President 
d’Estang quoted him as saying, 
there is a great man in the West, 
obliged to shoot at him. It is scandalous. 


ISRAELI PRIME MINISTER Menachem 
Begin said it was ‘‘unbelievable’’ that such attacks 
against world leaders continue to occur, while West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt expressed 
‘dismay and disgust’’ at the shooting.

The pope’s native Poland also grieved at the 
shooting. In addition to special Masses offered 
throughout the country, the government’s three top 
leaders, including the head of the Communist Party, 
Stanislaw Kania, sent a get-well message to the 
pope. 

Church reaction in the United States was led by 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, 
president of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. ‘‘Once more the tragic spiral of violence 
that has so often engulfed the world reached out not 
just to harm the leader of the Church but to sadden 
all persons of decency and good will.”’ 

ARCHBISHOP ROACH prayed that the pope 
would be restored to full health ‘‘so that he can 
continue his providential leadership of the Church 
and his determined quest for peace on earth.’’ 


Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles 
praised the pope’s fearlessness and called him a 
‘“‘good shepherd who lays down his life for his 
sheep.’”’ 

Said the cardinal, ‘‘I really believe that it is 
typical of the pope that he has exposed himself all 
across the world to everybody who wishes to reach 
out and touch him.’’ 


IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWING the shooting, 
cautiously optimistic medical bulletins were virtually 
the only source of information on the pope’s 
condition.

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The pope granted a request by the entire 
attending hospital staff to visit with him as a group 
last Saturday morning. 


He then asked about other patients in the 
hospital. When he was told that a 19-month-old 
baby named Fabrizio had died overnight of -a 
cerebral hemorrhage, he asked that his. condolence 
and blessing be given to the family. 


WHEN HE CONCELEBRATED Mass with his 
secretaries Sunday morning, doctors said he took a 
small corner of the Host, the only exception allowed 
to his intravenous feeding. The temporary 
colostomy they had performed to drain intestinal 
wastes will require additional surgery, but this may 
be several days to several weeks away. 


The pope’s scheduled trip to Switzerland (May 
31-June 5) was cancelled. 


The Vatican press spokesman, Father Romeo 
Panciroli, said a Pentecost celebration June 7 in St. 
Peter’s was going to be held as scheduled, although 
it was not certain whether the pope would be able to 
preside. 


TO MARK THE POPE’S 61st birthday this past 


Monday, Cardinal Carlo Confalonieri, dean of the 
College of Cardinals, concelebrated a Mass for his 
recovery with 30 other cardinals and more than 100 
bishops and 300 priests in St. Peter’s.

come to him? Why?”’ asked the cardinal. 


““Whoever is familiar with John Paul II knows 
that he was fully aware of the risks he exposed 
himself to,’’ he added. ‘‘But the duty of a pastor 
called him in the midst of his flock, and he never said 
no. He was never afraid. Driven by the charity of 


Christ...his, too, like Christ’s, is a choice: ‘No one 
takes away my life, I offer it myself.’”’ 
THE CARDINAL compared “the pope’s 


suffering to that of St. Paul, citing Paul’s words that 
he gladly suffered for the sake of those in his charge. 

“But we know fully well that the sufferings of the 
Holy Father did not begin in recent days with the act 
of violence against him,”’ he said. 


Rather, the pope’s sufferings, like those of the 
apostle Paul, belong to ‘‘the whole apostolic and 
missionary task, with his daily heavy burden of cares 
to build the material for the completion of Christ’s 
sufferings and the building up of His body, which is 
the Church,”’ he said.

- martyrdom of St. Thomas Becket, the 


12-century archbishop of Canterbury 
who opposed King Henry II’s 
attempts to control the English 
Church, has aroused such notoriety as 
last year’s assassination of Arch- 
bishop Oscar Romero of San Sal- 
vador, a death which Pope John Paul 
felt very personally and deeply. 


“MY SOUL was pierced with 
pain,’’ John Paul wrote to the bishops 
of El Salvador upon the March 24, 
1980. murder of the 62-year-old 
archbishop of the tiny Central 
American country, who was gunned 
down in a hospital chapel while 
celebrating Mass.’ Archbishop 
Romero, like the four murdered 
American women missionaries, three 
of them nuns, was among the 8,000 


for justice now going on there. 


‘*His priestly service to the Church 
remains sealed by the immolation of 
his life while offering the Eucharist,”’ 
the pope wrote of the slain 
archbishop. 


The pontiff used the occasion — one 
of many—to denounce in no 
uncertain terms the escalating level of 
violence in today’s world. ‘Violence 
profoundly wounds the conscience,’’ 
he wrote, and the alternative is to 
pursue ‘‘the paths of faith and of 
Christian love...”’ 


THE CONTINUING violence in 


_ Northern Ireland has been: repeatedly 


condemned by the Holy Father. In a 
speech at Drogheda, near the 
Northern Irish border, on Sept. 29, 
1979, Pope John Paul denounced 
violence asa “‘lie, for it goes against 
.the truth of our faith, the truth of our 
humanity ...violence destroys what it 
claims to defend: the dignity, the life, 
the freedom of human beings. 
Violence is a crime against humanity, 
for it destroys the very fabric of 


. society,’ he said. 


Then, in a direct appeal ‘‘to all 
men and women engaged in 
violence,’’ the pontiff concluded his 


* remarks with the plea: “‘On my knees 


I beg you to turn away from the paths 
of violence and return to the ways of 
peace. You may claim to seek justice. 
I too believe in justice and seek 
justice. But violence only delays the 
day of justice. Violence destroys the 
work of justice.”’ 


IT WAS THAT same kind of 
_senseless violence which accomplishes 
nothing which motivated a gunman to 
fire his automatic pistol at the pope in 
a crowded St. Peter’s Square last 
Wednesday. 


Violence is no. stranger to the 
papacy itself. Church historian Msgr. 
John Tracy Ellis notes that of the first 
31 popes, including St. Peter, who 
was crucified in a upside-down 
position, nearly all are considered 
martyrs by the Church. 


St.. Peter was buried in “a secret 
Christian cemetery atop the Vatican 
Hill, and the papal altar of St. Peter’s 
Basilica stands directly atop the grave 
of the chief apostle. 


A NUMBER of other popes down 
through the ages have either. been 
directly killed or later died as a result 
of violence. There were even rumors, 
notes Msgr. Ellis, that Pope John 
Paul’s immediate predecessor, John 
Paul I, was poisoned after a 
pontificate. lasting little more than a 
month. : 


But the brief pontificate of John 


‘Why me?’ 


Paul I two-and-half-years ago is not 
the shortest papal reign; in 1555, 
Marcellus II occupied the papal chair 


- for only three weeks; and in 752, a 


people killed last year in the struggle 


Roman priest named Stephen was 
elected to the papacy upon the death 
of Pope St. Zachary, but he died four 
days later, and was never consecrated 
bishop of Rome, which would have 
formally begun his pontificate. 


Pope John Paul has been bishop of 
Rome for less than three years, but 
his pontificate has been one of the 
most significant of modern times. He 
is already the most-travelled pontiff in 
history, having logged over 100,000 
miles in visits to Africa, Asia, North 
and South America, as well as 
extensive travels within Europe, 
especially Italy. 

HE WILL LIKELY have a 
greater impact on the modern world 
than any of his 262 predecessors in the 
See of Peter. A brilliant scholar, a 
profound theologian, a versatile man 
who is a superb athlete and. an 
accomplished author, a man of deep 
and abiding faith, he defies easy 
description. 

On matters of doctrine he is firm 
and insistent. that the ° traditional 
disciplines of the Roman Catholic 


Church be followed. The pope has. 


strongly supported Pope Paul VI’s 
encyclical Humane Vitae, which bans 
any form of artificial contraception, 
and has written of the need to curb 
liturgical abuses, of a renewed and 
deep commitment to the Eucharist, 
and of the necessity of sacramental 
confession and reconciliation. He is 
firmly committed to maintaining the 
tradition of priestly celibacy in the 
Latin Rite, although he has indicated 
he will allow some former married 


- Episcopal (Anglican) priests to apply 


for ordination in the Catholic Church. 


But he has been equally firm in -his 
witness to social justice, in his defense 
of the rights of the poor and the 
oppressed, as an opponent of violence 
and terrorism, as the champion of the 
sacredness of life, especially the 
unborn. 


HIS SOCIAL thinking is solidly 
grounded’ in the modern social 
doctrine of the Church found in the 
encyclicals of Popes Leo XIII, John 
XXIII, and Paul VI. 


Pope John Paul II has written two 
encyclicals so far during his papacy. 
The first, Redemptor Hominis 
(Redeemer of Man), was issued in 
March of 1979 and was a 
comprehensive vision of a Christian 
anthropology dealing with the divine 
and human aspects of the redemption 
effected in Jesus Christ. 


The pope’s second encyclical, Dives 
in Misericordia (Rich in Mercy), issued 
in December of last year, said that 
society will become more human only 
through an infusion of the “‘merciful 
love’’ which comes to us in Jesus 
Christ. The pope held that simple 
concepts of justice untempered by 
love are not really just at all. 


BEFORE HIS ordination to the 
priesthood, Karol Wojtyla. was a 
quarry worker and a member of the 
Polish underground. during World 
War II. Instrumental in helping a 
number of Jews escape the German 
death camps, he himself was placed 
on a Nazi execution list in 1944. 


As archbishop of Cracow, he was 
one of the Fathers at the Second 
Vatican Council, and was 
instrumental in developing the 
Council’s emphasis on the Church as 


the entire people of God, documented 
in the Constitution on the Church, 
Lumen Gentium. 

He was named a cardinal of the 
Roman Church in 1967 by Pope Paul 
VI, and on October 16, 1978, became 
the first non-Italian to succeed to the 
See of Peter in 455 years. 


THE CHARACTER of John Paul 
IJ, both as head of the Church 
Universal who takes seriously the 
command of Christ to Peter to ‘‘feed 
my sheep’’ and as a man, is best 
illustrated in a talk given in a 
sugarcane field in the Philippines last 
February. 

Speaking to a large crowd of 
peasants and workers along with 
owners and managers, he told all that 
“‘violence can never be a means for 
solving social conflict, and class 
struggle which opposes one group to 


another cannot create justice since its 
premise is destruction and contempt 
for man. To construct a truly human 
society, every man and- woman must 
make a choice for justice and love, for 
solidarity and brotherhood, against 
selfishness and hatred.’’ 

It is unfortunate that the young 
man who fired bullets from his 9mm 
automatic pistol into the Holy 
Father’s body last Wednesday in St. 
Peter’s Square had never heard those 
words. 

AND IT IS equally unfortunate 
that, had he heard those words, he 
would still, no doubt, have squeezed 


the trigger. As he lay bleeding, the 


pope is supposed to have asked, 
‘‘Why me? Why me?”’ 

The answer is obvious. Why not 
the pope? We live in that kind of a 
world.

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WASHINGTON (NC)— Security 
forces protecting Pope John Paul II 
during his 1979 U.S. tour had to take 
precautionary action at least three 
times to avoid what could have 
resulted in-a papal shooting in this 
country. 


Two of the incidents, both in- 
volving reports of men with rifles 
along the papal motorcade route, 
apparently had been undisclosed until 
the May 13 attempted assassination of 
the pope in St. Peter’s Square. 


IN THE THIRD incident @ man 
carrying three guns was arrested in 
Lafayette Park across the street from 
the White House shortly before the 
pope arrived there for his meeting 
with President Jimmy Carter.

Papal security best, but... 


According to Father Robert Lynch, 7 


who was papal visit coordinator for 
the U.S. bishops, both incidents in- 
volving reports of rifles occurred on 
Oct. 3, 1979, one in New York City 
and the other later the same day in 
Philadelphia. 


In the first incident, as the papal 
entourage was departing St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral for a youth rally at 
Madison Square Garden, a report 
came over the police radio that some- 
one with a rifle had been spotted in 
the Statler Hilton Hotel across from 
the Garden. 


BUT BEFORE the motorcade 
neared the Garden another report 
came over that a search had turned up 
no rifle and that the hotel had been 
secured, making it unnecessary to 
take any precautionary action. 


Such was not the case when the 
pope got to Philadelphia that after- 
noon, according to Father Lynch, 
now rector of St. John Vianney 
College Seminary in Miami. 


Another report came over of a man 
with a rifle on top of a building along 
the motorcade route on Broad Street. 
With not enough time to check the 
report out, Secret Service agents told 
the pope that he must sit down. He 
did so only “‘reluctantly,’’ and the 
motorcade. sped through several 
blocks at 40 miles per hour, Father 
Lynch said. 


IN THE INCIDENT at the White 
House a man identified as Timothy 
Robert Burgess of Miami was 
arrested carrying three guns and a 
number of rounds of ammunition.

““He does not take counsel from 
Bishop (Paul) Marcinkus and the 
security agent very well,’’ remarked 
Father Lynch, referring to the 
Chicago-born president of the 


Vatican bank who has acted as a per- 
sonal bodyguard for the pope on his 
world trips.
